This Fall Arts & Dining Issue is full of color and life. As a season pre- 
view, we get to see what we can look forward to in the upcoming season of 
theatre, music, and dance performances in the Twin Cities. The arts have 
long been an integral part of the GLBT community, and Lavender makes 
sure to pay homage to this relationship in every issue. The arts not only 
are home to many people in the GLBT community, but also reflect back to 
us our lives, cultures, politics, dreams, and experiences in myriad ways. 

For so long, we have seen heterosexual roles played by homosexual 
people. In somewhat rare appearances, GLBT characters (and even more 
rarely, same-sex couples) have been presented in productions, most of 
which we already know and have raised to cult status in our own GLBT 
Canon. But what will happen in the arts as our society changes to be more 
inclusive of the GLBT community? 

Just in the past couple of years in Minnesota, we've gone from a 
proposed amendment to ban same-sex marriage to full marriage equality. 
Nationally, Section 3 of DOMA was struck, immigration laws are changing, 
and legally married same-sex couples can receive federal tax benefits no 
matter where they live in the United States. Widespread change is happen- 
ing. Quickly. How will it be reflected in our arts and culture? 

The arts will continue to include the GLBT community. The presenta- 
tion of GLBT people and relationships that are already evident on our 
televisions and stages will not decrease or go back into the closet, but will 
continue to be there as evidence of the community. 

The arts will expand to be more inclusive of the GLBT community. With 
the legalization and validation of same-sex relationships, a world of story 
lines cracks open. If I were a writer of fiction or plays, I would think what 
an exciting and enriching era is upon us. As the community has been in the 
closet, so has the art that reflects the community to a large extent. Invisible 
relationships are now becoming visible. People are truly going to be living 
out. And, scripts will be written of these relationships in greater numbers 
and better quality. GLBT art will go from cult status to, arguably, part of 
a new Western Canon. It's exciting to think about and it's fascinating to 
wonder how this will happen. I imagine that these changes will happen just 
as the shift toward acceptance of same-sex relationships has happened: 
through conversations and education. 

I read an article called “My Children and the Limits of White Privilege" 
(www.nursingclio.org/2013/08/28/my-children-and-the-limits-of-white- 
privilege) that talks about race and color-blindness in our culture, that 
perhaps speaking bluntly about race in everyday interactions is the better 
way to handle our differences and figure out our similarities. In it, the 
author, Danielle J. Swiontek, makes the point that for many white people, 
people of color are mysterious. By trying to norm everything and ignore 
the differences, people of color actually remain mysterious. I can see a 
parallel conversation about sexuality and sexual identity. People who are 
unfamiliar with same-sex relationships, with trans people, with more open 
ways of thinking as far as sexuality is concerned, find the people and rela- 
tionships of the GLBT community to be mysterious. What happened during 
the VOTE NO campaign and the campaign for marriage equality were 
conversations that demystified the GLBT community in person-by-person 
or couple-by-couple increments...moving toward demystifying a whole com- 
munity of people that has been marginalized (and/or in a closet and out of 
view) for so long. 

Whereas an example given about demystifying people of color could 
include being able to ask if people with darker skin still require sunblock, a 
similar example for same-sex couples could include being able to ask who 
is the man or woman in the relationship. In the first example, skin is skin 
and skin requires sunblock; yes, people of color require protection from 
the sun and use of sunblock is determined by each person. In the second 
example, a same-sex relationship doesn't have a man and a woman, so 
there isn't a man and a woman in the relationship; roles are determined ac- 
cording to how each couple wants to operate. The questions aren't stupid, 
because not knowing something is a legitimate reason to ask; the answers 
aren't obvious, or else they wouldn't need to be given. Where we need to 
make sure communication happens to foster understanding is to allow the 
questions to be asked and answered with respect. 
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Iknow it gets tedious, especially when the questions are asked and 
answered time and again...and can seem a little naive. Thankfully, this 
responsibility can continue to be shared with the arts. It's easier to show 
a kiss between girlfriends than it is to explain “how it happens." Once a 
loving same-sex family is shown, it's easier for people to recall the image 
and be more familiar with such a situation that is sure to become part of 
everyday life. We can all probably remember conversations we've had with 
people that at some point or other involves, "Yes...kind of like in Modern 
Family." Whether entirely accurate representations of our own situations 
or not, the arts help in demystifying all sorts of groups of people. I can't 
wait to see how the arts will grow even more in how they enrich our lives 
and the lives of the people around us. 

A great example of art changing to reflect society in this fall arts season 
is the upcoming production by Illusion Theater that celebrates marriage 
equality in Minnesota: LOVE & MARRIAGE: What a Difference a Year 
Makes. Last fall, the Illusion Theater developed a new musical revue to 
explore marriage and what it signifies. After same-sex marriage was legal- 
ized and the Supreme Court struck down Section 3 of DOMA, Illusion was 
asked, “Will you bring the show back to celebrate this historic moment 
for love and marriage in Minnesota?" Illusion answered that question by 
developing new art with both new and old material for this whole new era. 
Illusion Theater Co-Producing Director Michael Robins said, "Last year we 
experimented with the form of a musical revue, and this year we're having 
a joyful time sifting through music, bringing back some favorites, choosing 
some well-known tunes and finding some new gems." Composer/Arranger 
Roberta Carlson added, “I think of last year's show as a Valentine, both 
wistful and hopeful. This year is more of a celebration of marriage and the 
roads to it - and through it." 

This is when we change our narrative to be even more inclusive of 
sexuality and sexual identity. We get to be celebratory in our art, rather 
than fearful or worried. Like with the last issue when I talked about infus- 
ing history and the tourism industry with women, gender, and sexuality, 
we can look and expect our art to present-and be blunt about-our lives. 
Demystifying this community will be crucial to greater empathy and un- 
derstanding in our culture. As with all art, it will be beautiful. Challenging. 
Raw. Painful. Victorious. Confusing. Fantastic. Realistic. 

And we'll be here to tell you about it.

A New Language for a New World 


Pfc. Manning announced, shortly after her recent sentencing, an 
ongoing gender issue: Manning wishes to be addressed as "Chelsea" 
and to start hormone replacement therapy. 

This request will open up further legal issues for both Manning 
and the military. Ellen Wulfhorst of Reuters wrote, "Unlike the court- 
martial...the next challenge could play out in federal court over a far 
different issue: sexual identity," and will raise unprecedented legal 
questions such as will the Army provide any necessary therapy. 

Whatever one thinks of Manning, transgender individuals in the 
military is not a new issue. This author's "Transmission Impossible," 
appeared in Lavender, July 2004. Manning is not unique. 

Take Kristen Beck's new memoir, Warrior Princess. Beck was 
"Christopher" throughout her twenty-year, thirteen-deplyoment ser- 
vice as a Navy Seal, being awarded the Purple Heart and Bronze Star. 

Beck, commenting on Manning, recently wrote that barring parole 
or pardon, the US military is responsible for her for the next 35 years; 
obliged to ensure Manning's safety and to avoid "cruel and unusual" 
punishment. Beck added, “After an accredited medical doctor certifies 
Manning's transgender status-an assessment that could take months-

the military and Department of Defense must make some very hard 
decisions. The diagnosis from an accredited doctor changes many 
aspects of Manning's future and, possibly, regulations within the mili- 
tary." 

And consider Col. James Pritzker. After serving eleven years in the 
Army and sixteen in the Illinois Army National Guard, and accruing a 
net worth of $1.5 billion, Pritzker announced through Crain's Chicago 
Business: “As of August 16, 2013, J.N. Pritzker will undergo an official 
legal name change, will now be known as Jennifer Natalya Pritzker. 
This change will reflect the beliefs of her true identity that she has held 
privately and will now share publicly. Pritzker now identifies herself as 
a woman for all business and personal undertakings.” 

It may seem to one not affected that the “transgender thing” is pro- 
liferating. It is. Not, I would posit, because there are now more affected 
individuals, or that it has become ‘fashionable,’ but because there is 
now a vocabulary with which to express one’s feelings. People who 
grew up without a way to speak of their true selves, now have a vo- 
cabulary and grammar and are using them to articulate their needs. O

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'The big top is in a parking lot in Denver. 
In the daylight, it looks similar to how it will 
appear when Cirque du Soleil puts its tent 
pegs into the asphalt at the Mall of America. 
A blue-and-yellow striped tented oasis in a 
stretch of black hardtop. I've been to Cirque 
shows in different locales: the Target Center, 
the Mall of America, Lowertown St. Paul, 
and, my favorite, the Sculpture Garden at the 
Walker Art Center. When the blue-and-yellow 
delight was tucked into the Sculpture Garden 
near the 394/94 interchange in Minneapolis 
near the likes of the Basilica and the Cherry 
and Spoon, Minneapolis seemed more like an 
urban Wonderland than ever. Regardless of 
where it is, there is always magic within. 

Like circuses of yore, Cirque du Soleil 
finds a blank canvas, sets up camp, and then 
departs without leaving a trace. One day it 
will be here, one day it will be gone. In their 
sophistication, sometimes they even leave a 
space better than how they found it; it’s part of 
their agreement. If they had to remove some- 
thing, they put it back. If they had to repave 
something, they leave the new pavement. For 
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most of us, they leave only memories and me- 
mentos; regardless, they leave us better than 
they found us. 

Walking into the tent, the air becomes dif- 
ferent. On a hot day, it becomes cooler. Light 
takes on a different value of color and consis- 
tency. It smells of popcorn. It’s the staging 
area for showtime. Earlier in the day, I went 
behind the scenes at Cirque du Soleil and vis- 
ited the different areas of the multiple tents. It 
was a bit like walking through a church when 
it’s empty and dark; everything was set in its 
place and people were quietly going about 
their preparations for performing the rituals 
and sacraments of Amaluna. I didn’t want 
to bump or touch anything and thought that 
speaking in a low hush seemed appropriate as 
I tried to stay out of the way of the performers 
who were rehearsing and the crew that was 
literally setting the stage for the show. But no 
such reverence was required. As an outsider 
looking behind the curtain, I was welcomed 
and shown a community that is serious and 
playful, one that is full of professionals from 
as many as 18 countries. 


Cirque du Soleil and its people are as 
much of an ideal community as some of the 
dream worlds it shows us. Welcoming, with 
an “anything goes in the circus” kind of atti- 
tude, Cirque isn’t flippant about its diversity, 
but it’s more of a non-issue than anything. 
People are from different countries; people 
have different shades of skin; people cover 
the whole spectrum of sexuality. Being a Ca- 
nadian company, Cirque’s employees have 
the benefit of Canada’s years of marriage 
equality for same-sex couples. It’s a dream 
that is becoming our reality, our future, here 
in the United States and Minnesota. Know- 
ing that the arts community as a worldwide 
group has been more progressive in social is- 
sues for the GLBT community is one thing; 
seeing it as a way of life in Cirque du Soleil 
makes the whole Amaluna experience even 
more enriching. 

Back in the big top as I wait for the show 
to begin, a peacock sits in my lap. The spot- 
light finds us and she waves to the rest of 
the crowd from where she sits on me, her 
perch. Around us are some of the nearly 2500

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people who fill the circular seating under the 
big top in which every seat is a good one. We 
are surrounding the stage that is circular, but 
actually extends all the way up to the top of 
the tent. Cirque du Soleil includes aerial acts 
and uses as much of its own space as pos- 
sible in the tent shows—something that I 
value more than the arena shows where the 
action is all on a one-sided stage. Performers 
use the tent and its high-tech poles and pul- 
leys as well as its audience, particularly in the 
time before the show begins. Looking up at 
the source of some commotion, there is Cali, 
the half-human, halflizard character perched 
high on a pole, throwing popcorn at people as 
they take their seats. Something as simple as 
a one-sided food fight warms up the crowd for 
what is to come: art, athleticism, music, and 
motion with comedy and playfulness infused 
throughout. 

The story of Amaluna is based on The 
Tempest by William Shakespeare. Seated in 
the big top, with or without a peacock on the 
lap, the set and imagery leaves much to our 
imagination. Mine took me further into Greek 
mythology and lore as well as into my own 
childhood’s pop culture. As I'd read about the 
show, the story of an island of Amazon wom- 
en reminded me of Sappho from the Island 
of Lesbos, not to mention Diana’s Paradise 
Island in Wonder Woman. But, as the story 
unfolded, it was definitely on-theme with 
Shakespeare’s story, as far as the characters 
and events were concerned. A mother (Pros- 
pera instead of Prospero) with a daughter 
(Miranda) live on an island. There is a storm 
(assisted by the spirits, Arielles), there is the 
addition ofa love interest for Miranda (Romeo 
instead of Ferdinand), and there is an impish 
character (Cali instead of Caliban). But, cen- 
tral and above much else, is Amaluna, which 
symbolizes the most significant departure 
from The Tempest: the women. 

Amaluna is the name of the mysterious 
island where this story unfolds. It means 
“mother moon,” something that is visually en- 
forced as often as Prospera—the mother, the 
queen, the sorceress—flies through the air 
with the Moon Goddess. At times in the story, 
her visibility is more obvious than others, but 
the roles of both the moon and Prospera are 
ever-present. The Tempest had one primary 
female character in Prospero’s daughter, 
Miranda. Amaluna’s cast is over 70% female, 
something that is not only a departure for 
Shakespeare (which often had men playing 
the roles of women), but for Cirque du So- 
leil as well. It’s a coming-ofage story for Mi- 
randa. The Amazons are female gymnasts.

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The all-female band rocks a new sound for Cirque du Soleil. 


The clowns—who are more “clowning” than 
acting as traditional “clowns”—are actually a 
same-sex couple, thanks to cross-dressing. 
'The sailors-turned-castaways and Romeo are 
young and strapping men, something which 
is just as pleasing as the fact that the show is 
so female-rich. Most remarkable, for the first 
time in Cirque du Soleil's history, the band 
of musicians is composed entirely of women 
(and directed by a “Lavender leader"). Music 
is as central to Cirque du Soleil's productions 
as the stories, the performers, the costumes, 
and the acts. It creates as much ofa setting as 
the stage and tent do. To intentionally carry 
the prominence of female characters and 
themes to the music is significant and superb. 

Amaluna starts with a darkened stage. A 
single piece of fabric is swept by wind into the 
air, lit so that it glows. The music starts low and 
rises with the throaty alto voice of Prospera, 
establishing her as a strong and prominent 
force in the story. We are introduced to many 
of the characters on the island of Amaluna 
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and then quickly thrown into the storm, "The 
Tempest,” which is largely depicted through 
music and reminded me of "Smooth Crimi- 
nal' by David Garrett or 2Cellos. I'd been 
told that the music of Amaluna was reminis- 
cent of that of Coldplay, but I heard so much 
more than that, throughout. At times, it was 
Florence + the Machine. When the Balance 
Goddess performs her hypnotizing act (that 
can't be described in words adequately), I 
heard shades of Sweet Honey & the Rock and 
Bobby McFerrin. Prospera performs with a 
cello in a number of pieces, so my rock-cello- 
loving self was very pleased. A shredding 
guitarist reminded me of Prince in her long 
purple coat and charismatic musicality, while 
another had the edge of tattooist Kat Von D. 
There are moments of Enya and stretches of 
Marilyn Manson. Hand-drumming and driv- 
ing percussion bring the music back to more 
of a tribal feel, especially while the Amazons 
perform. A few times, I swear I heard Led 
Zeppelin's Robert Plant being channeled by 


the lead singer of the band. I make these 
comparisons not to make the Amaluna music 
sound as if it's not original or authentic, but to 
show just how varied and diverse it is, much 
like its cast and audience. 

Visually, Amaluna is a masterpiece. The 
correlation of a performer to his/her sur- 
roundings, costume, and make-up constructs 
a whole vision made of so many separate 
works of art. Each cast member applies his or 
her make-up to the specs that are required for 
their character. There are airbrushed tattoos 
for some ofthe musicians and Valkyries while 
Miranda and Romeo must wear cosmetics 
that can withstand the waterbowl. Wigs and 
colored contact lenses and jewel-toned hair 
stripes and face shadings show the audience 
that they are in the presence of more than 
mere mortals. As I sit and take in the perfor- 
mance, each act's change in tone and timbre 
is accompanied by a shift in vision, carried out 
by the numerous costumes and props of each 
character. From the washable leather pieces 


to the swimwear to the lightweight peacock plumage to the softening 
denim to the scales of the lizards, each inch of each costume is opti- 
mized for beauty and movement. 

What amazes me with each and every Cirque du Soleil show I see 
is the flawless execution of what seem to be impossible acts of talent 
and athleticism. This show is no exception. Valkyries and Wind Gods 
dance through the air on aerial straps. Acrobats spin watermeteors 
and each other showing off Icarian Games. Amazon gymnasts soar 
from uneven bar to uneven bar. Castaway men launch and land on 
the teeterboard. Cali juggles orbs with grace and skill. Lovers swim 
in the 6000-pound waterbowl. Romeo stops just short of certain death 
on the Chinese pole. The Peacock Goddess (on this issue's cover) 
dances with grace and caprice. With a seemingly random pile of sticks, 
the Balance Goddess takes our collective breath away. All of the acts, 
though more numerous than mentioned here, pull together the story 
of Prospera, Miranda, and Romeo on the Island of Amaluna, and will 
surely thrill the audience, time after time. 

Iwas on my feet in an instant at the end of the show. Without ques- 
tion, I can say that this is my favorite Cirque du Soleil production. It will 
thrill first-timers. For those who have already experienced Cirque du 
Soleil, it will be an exquisite departure from some of the recent touring 
shows we've seen here in Minneapolis. It's different and it helps us to 
dream. As Artistic Director, Mark Pawsey, said: 

"This is the joy of Cirque du Soleil. There really is no right or wrong. 
It's what everybody’s individual journey is within the story. 2500 different 
people will have a different emotional reaction and a different emotional 
journey. When you give people joy to feel and they feel it together, it’s fan-

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tastic. If we do our job properly, we're connecting the 46 artists we have to 
ignite the people in the audience to relate to each other and feel together. 
It's like we're on the ocean together, not struggling, but on the same boat 
going the same direction. People will see different things in the panora- 
ma—some will see mountains, some will see trees—and that really what 
appeals to me in this company and this product. It’s about your imagina- 
tion. There are no rules to that. It’s about where you let your imagination 
take you. If you let it transport you, it’s unbelievable. It can change your 
life. You can think differently. It's not that your life is different because of 
it, but it influences people to do differently. We inspire others to be better 
people, to want more out of life, because we enable people to dream.” 

You have experienced Amaluna through me. This was my journey. 
You've seen what I pulled from interviews with the people who put the 
show together as well as the performance of the show, itself. 

Be sure to have your own experience with Amaluna. See more be- 
cause of it, dream more because of it. Release your imagination.

DANCE: ON THE MOVE 


It's not the new normal. It's the last year of ab- 
normal, says Northrop Auditorium's media ma- 
ven, Cari Hatcher, and it's about time. While its 
home on the U of M's campus is being renovated, 
its Dance Series has camped out elsewhere—at 
the State and Orpheum Theatres, at St. Kate's 
O'Shaughnessy, and at Walker Art Center. "It's 
like throwing a party at someone else's house," 
she laughs, looking forward to the gala re-open- 
ing April 4. Yet it’s probably introduced new audi- 
ences to its supurbly-curated program aimed at 
"presenting world-class dance from around the 
world—things we here can't see anywhere else,” 
Hatcher maintains. 

'The 2013-24 season, devised by Program Di- 
rector Chris Tschida, walks the line between out- 
there and back-then: a mix of classic storybook 
ballet, highly-regarded emerging companies, 
and the totally contempo. It opens September 
21 at the State with a return of Chicago’s con- 
temporary Hubbard Street Dance, “one of our 
audience's favorite companies.” They'll perform 
the American premiere of “Casi-Casa,” by Swed- 
ish master choreographer Mats Ek, who's also 
worked in theater with Swedish icon Ingmar 
Bergman. The program also includes two works 
by Alejandro Cerrudo: the dreamlike "Little mor- 
tal jump" and “PACOPEPLUTO,” with music 
by—who?—Dean Martin. Yes, that Dean Martin, 
the rat pack's king of cool. Plus a world premiere 
by aresident company member. 

As part of the Women of Substance series 
co-produced with O'Shaughnessy to showcase 
works by female choreographers, on October 
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12 New York-based Gallin Dance will perform a 
60-minute work by the company's muse, Andrea 
Miller, whom the New York Times hails for her 
*voluptuous polyglot choreography." Says Hatch- 
er, “The work she'll bring here, ‘Blush,’ takes 
the moment of a blush and expands it. It’s fiery. 
It's athletic.” And it's performed by six dancers 
in white paint who explode with emotional and 
physical exertion across O'Shaughnessy's stage. 

Ballet Preljocaj returns October 30 at the 
Orpheum, following 2012’s smash hit, “Snow 
White,” which left Twin Cities audiences gasp- 
ing—and gasping for more. This time around 
promises more of the same when the company, 
based in Aix-en-Provence, returns with a work 
choreographed by Preljocaj himself called “And 
then, one thousand years of peace.” Which is 
anything but a stroll through Eden. With props 
that include chains, mirrors, and flags—"really 
epic, very visually commanding and over the top” 
promises Hatcher—it presents an impressionis- 
tic interpretation of the Apocalypse as foreseen in 
the Book of Revelations (a book which appears 
onstage itself, wedged in a dancer’s mouth). (An 
aside: While spending spring in Aix, this writer 
saw Preljocajs’ choreography of Stravinsky’s 
“Rite of Spring”: utterly violent, utterly beautiful. 
I still can’t stop thinking about it.) 

But what about the fans of arabesques and 
toe shoes? Not to worry. The classically-trained 
Shanghai Ballet, organized in 1979, will make its 
Dance Series debut this season at the Orpheum 
on November 12. The company will perform 
“The Butterfly Lovers” of 2001, called “visually a 


smash from start to finish” by Ballet Magazine. 
The story is the familiar tale of Romeo and Juliet 
“but with a new twist,” says Hatcher—“a blend of 
classical ballet with Chinese folk. Brilliant!” 

Again as part of the Women of Substance 
series, Kate Weare Company will perform two 
works at O'Shaughnessy on December 5—"very 
lyrical, very beautiful works that showcase the 
strength of the dance company," Hatcher promis- 
es. As part of a residency program affiliated with 
the performance, “We'll also offer workshops for 
middle- and high-school girls aimed at growing 
their self-confidence and looking toward what 
they want to become." 

On January 14, back at the Orpheum, Wayne 
McGregor and Random Dance return to thrill 
audiences left crying for more when they first 
appeared here in 2008. The company's unique 
approach to dance explores the relationship of 
mind and body by working with a neurologist to 
explore the impact of the brain on body move- 
ment. “FAR”, which premiered to raves in 2010 at 
London’s Sadler’s Wells, is inspired by the contro- 
versial Age of Enlightenment Studies. The chore- 
ography is set to a haunting electronic score by 
Brian Eno-collaborator Ben Frost and is staged 
in shadow-and-light installations that include a 
backdrop of 3,200 LED lights— "definitely a char- 
acter in the story,” says Hatcher, who adds, “His 
dancers elicit his unique vocabulary. ‘How do 
they DO that?’ I always wonder. They've pushed 
their bodies beyond their boundaries, but they've 
mastered his vision."

OPERA: STORYTELLING SEASON 


If you're the one I distressed by snoozing 
through the interminable non-events of Parsifal 
at Vienna's Staatsoper last Easter, forgive me. It 
won't happen at the Minnesota Opera: Not this 
year, not any season, for Artistic Director Dale 
Johnson is all about storytelling. For its forthcom- 
ing season, he's chosen a lineup of some of the 
most dramatic offerings in the repertoire, from 
comedy to tragedy—tales of love and lust and lust 
for fame and power—in productions designed to 
keep us on the edge of the Ordway's seats. 

Why? After celebrating its milestone 50th sea- 
son last year, Dale found himself asking, “What's 
next?" “What I look forward to is really good sto- 
rytelling,” he decided. “Works where the story is 
very powerful, and enjoyed in a more personal, 
emotional way. I’m 62," he divulges, speaking 
with the energy and passion of a college intern, 
“so I'm thinking of the legacy I'll want to leave— 
creating a lineup of works that audiences delight 
in. They're taken somewhere." 

And who's better at that than Puccini? His 
Manon Lescaut, which opens the season Septem- 
ber 21, says Dale, is "the piece that put Puccini 
on the map": the story of the French It Girl who 
trades love for bling. She’ll be sung (in French, 
with English surtitles, as always) by returning 
diva Kelly Kaduce (who—spoiler alert—dies on- 
stage once again, as she did here in Puccini's Tu- 
randot, La boheme, and Madama Butterfly BYO 
hankie.) 

Puccini was taken with French composer 
Massenet's more intimate telling of the Manon 
story, Dale explains, “but this is Italian: grander, 
big arias, sung in a big way. Big emotions. He 
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wanted to tell the story of ‘real’ people, not court- 
iers, told in a real way.” 

Next up in November is Richard Strauss’ 
Arabella—another love story, but this time with a 
happy ending. “It's in a similar vein to his “Rosen- 
kavalier,"—humorous, warm-hearted, but not as 
bittersweet. No Viennese waltzes, yet it captures 
the essence of Vienna.” Will Arabella and her 
lover outwit her family’s machinations to marry 
her to a rich man? Duh. 

Speaking of marriage, and social climbing, 
welcome to Macbeth. Can't have an opera season 
without Verdi, and this is one of his most dark 
and potent works. You know the plot, but count 
on Minnesota Opera to unfold it in an intriguing 
fashion. “We'll experiment with visual storytell- 
ing, use video in interesting ways. The piece is 
raw and hard, but not ‘difficult’ in the sense of sto- 
rytelling. Placed in the 19th century, we'll pare it 
away. And there's lots of virtuoso singing for the 
leads—not loud and high, but pulled back." 

Returning to Minnesota in the role of Lady 
Macbeth is Brenda Harris, paired with bass- 
baritone Greer Grimsley, whom Dale calls “Two 
of the greatest singers in the world, who love 
singing together. They've performed Macbeth 
together before," he notes. (And yet she STILL 
cannot get that blood off her hands.) 

Wait, what's this? A work by Minnesota's 
own musical magister, opera composer Dominic 
Argento, that's never been seen in these parts? 
Remedying that, look forward to The Dream of 
Valentino, his only work the company has never 
performed. “I wanted to right that wrong," ex- 
plains Dale. “He’s an incredible composer, one of 


the greats, and our own!" 

'The work debuted in Washington in the mid- 
90s to middling reviews, due to dramaturgical 
muddles, Dale explains. “So I checked with him: 
“We're thinking about Valentino, but..." Argento: 
“Im way ahead of you. I've already thought it 
through. I know exactly what to do over." “So he 
combed through, cut what was needed to tighten 
the story. Now it's leaner, more direct." It follows 
the life of the sexy silent movie star, sung by sexy 
but blessedly far-from-silent James Valenti. 

What attracted the composer to the theme? 
Explains Dale, *He liked the idea of examining 
what society does to an artist—build 'em up, tear 
'em down. And, after the revision, it’s so much 
more gritty. The design is Old Hollywood, very 
dramatic. It'll knock people out." 

That's also the reaction to the production of 
Mozart’s The Magic Flute, which originated at 
the Kommische Opera of Berlin. “It’s a sensation- 
al piece; it exploded all over Europe. They sold 
20,000 tickets in the first 24 hours." Designed by 
the British group 1927, whose forte is hand-drawn 
animation, it places live singers in the middle of a 
big, white area with doors all over it, surrounded 
by animation. “It’s super-challenging for singers, 
but it’s incredible," insists Dale. “When I saw it 
on the Web, I went 'Oh my God! Look at this!" 
followed by "Let's do it!” The opera's (boring) 
spoken dialog is cut, and a piano plays Mozart's 
music, like a silent movie. It's double-cast with 
young talent with the ability to act as well as sing.

FDDLER ON THE STAGE 


Michael Brindisi could make melodic lemon- 
ade out of any old song-and-dance lemon if you 
give him half a chance. The man loooooves mu- 
sicals, that's all there's to it. So when he declares, 
"This is my all-time favorite!" you know it's among 
the best of the best. And it is. It's Fiddler on the 
Roof. 

Oddly, "Tradition" has not exactly been a 
tradition on the stage of Chanhassen Dinner The- 
atre, where he serves as president and artistic 
director. Its been performed only four times in 
the dinner theatre's 45-year history, and not for 
20 years at that. Plus, it's the 50th anniversary of 
the beloved show's debut on Broadway, choreo- 
graphed by Jerome Robbins in 1964. 

Brindisi himself has performed in it three 
times (twice at Chan, in 1978 and 1987) and di- 
rected it twice. But, even if you can remember 
that far back, don't expect the same-old, same-old. 
"A really new, exciting concept," he promises— 
"different scenically from what people expect: 
more organic and realistic. It'll be set in a Russian 
pine forest—fairly minimal—which will really 
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focus the story. The orchestra will be integrated 
into the forest, augmented by actors as strolling 
musicians. And Music Director Andrew Cooke 
has orchestrated a klezmer band feeling, too," he 
adds. 

While it's swell to commemorate anniversa- 
ries like this, it’s even better to tie them to cur- 
rent concerns. And Brindisi does just that: "It's 
not only about Russian Jews being evicted,” he 
points out. “It's about community. Traditions.” 
And above all, “balance. Balancing the old and the 
new in our lives, everything you look at in a life. 
Your 16-year-old kid wants freedom , but you're 
concerned about safety, control. I, too, as presi- 
dent of Chanhassen, have to balance managerial 
skills with power." Another universal: “Introduc- 
ing anything new is always a struggle." 

But reprising Fiddler won't be. Already ad- 
vance sales are booming, and his team is pumped. 
"It's a big show,” Brindisi emphasizes— "different 
from what we've been doing lately. Getting back 
to a real warhorse, a real classic—one we don't 
have to tinker with." 


Fiddlers cast includes plenty of Chan “war- 
horses,” too: the familiar faces and voices of Kent 
Rice as Tevye, Michelle Barber as Golde, along 
with David Anthony Brinkley, Jared Oxborough, 
and Molly Sue McDonald as the fiddler. 

In 1978 Brindisi played the tailor. Later, while 
auditioning for then-director Gary Gisselman in 
1987, Brindisi acknowledged, “I suppose I'm too 
old for the tailor again? How about the beggar, 
the bookseller, the innkeeper...anything?" Gis- 
selman wisely cast him as the tailor. This time, 
he'll stick to the director’s chair— unless Tevye 
gets sick. As his understudy, Michael is growing 
a beard. Just in case. And, just maybe, fingers 
crossed: "If I were in purgatory and had to do one 
show for the rest of eternity, itd be Fiddler,” he 
declares. 

The production runs from September 27 
through January 25—a great Christmas season 
show, too.

NEW MEXICO 
José Julio Sarria, Gay Political Pioneer, Dies 


The SF Gate reports that José Julio Sarria, a pioneering San 
Francisco drag queen who became one of the first openly gay 
candidates for U.S. public office, died Monday of cancer in his 
Albuquerque home. Sarria, an Army veteran, drag queen and 
the founder of the International Imperial Court System, ran a 
groundbreaking, although ultimately unsuccessful, campaign 
to be elected to the office of San Francisco supervisor in 

1961. California State Senator Mark Leno (Democrat — San 
Francisco) hailed Sarria as a “fearless community leader” 
whose “visionary and legendary leadership helped build the 
foundation for our successful modern-day GLBT civil rights 
movement.” 


UNITED STATES: 

Bayard Rustin - The Gay Black Pacifist At The Heart Of The March 
On Washington 

The Guardian reports that though he was chief strategist for King’s march, 
Rustin was kept in the background as some organizations considered him 
a liability. Rustin’s abilities as an organizer and his place as a central figure 
in the civil rights movement of the 1960s have been overshadowed by the 
fact that he was also an openly gay man in an era where such was deeply 
frowned upon. Fifty years later, Rustin—a man nearly forgotten for his ac- 
complishments due to his sexuality—will be honored by President Obama 
with a Presidential Medal of Freedom, the highest award for a civilian in the 
United States. Fittingly, the award will be given in time to mark the 50th an- 
niversary of Rustin’s most memorable achievement, organizing the march 
on Washington. 


MINNESOTA: 

Minnesota Supreme Court Rejects Misuse Of Criminal Law To 
Prosecute HIV-Positive Man 

The San Diego Gay & Lesbian News reports that the Supreme Court of Min- 
nesota today upheld the decision of an intermediate appellate court over- 
turning the conviction of Daniel James Rick, who is HIV-positive, for the 
alleged criminal transmission of a communicable disease. This decision 
reaffirms that the government is obligated “to respect the personal and pri- 
vate decisions of consenting adults” regarding sexual acts. Lambda Legal 
applauded the decision.

NEW JERSEY: 

Chris Christie Signs Ban On Gay Conversion Therapy 

The Huffington Post reports that Republican Governor Chris Christie signed 
alaw on Monday barring licensed therapists from trying to turn gay teenag- 
ers straight, the latest example of the potential 2016 presidential candidate 
steering a moderate course. Although the decision was met with disapproval 
by Christian conservatives, the governor maintained that he believes people 
are born gay and that being a homosexual is not a sin. Christie remarked 
that the conversion therapy had a potential list of ill effects including depres- 
sion, suicide and drug abuse, and stated: "I believe that exposing children 
to these health risks without clear evidence of benefits that outweigh these 
serious risks is not appropriate." 


MINNESOTA: 

Minneapolis Presbyterian Church To Host Historic Ordination Of 
Openly Gay Man 

The Star Tribune reports that in a historic milestone for the Presbyterian 
Church, a Minneapolis congregation is set to host the first ordination of 
an openly gay person to serve as a minister in the faith in Minnesota. Dan- 
iel Vigilante, 36, was ordained on August 25th at Westminster Presbyterian 
Church in Minneapolis, and will serve at the Grace-Trinity Church in Min- 
neapolis, joining only about a dozen other openly gay and lesbian members 
to be ordained nationwide in the Presbyterian organization. Vigilante com- 
mented: “I think it says a lot about how far our church has come over the 
last 10 to 15 years.” 


2-ISRAEL 

Israel To Build First Monument To Gay Victims Of The Nazis 

Gay Star News reports that Tel Aviv’s Meir Park is to be the site of Israel’s 
first monument recognizing the gay victims of Nazi Germany. The monu- 
ment, designed by landscape architect and professor Yael Moriah, will in- 
clude a large pink granite concrete triangle to represent the symbol used on 
the uniforms of homosexual prisoners. Eran Lev, who proposed the monu- 
ment, said that the location of it in the park and near Tel Aviv’s Gay Center 
is symbolic because one of the first restrictions imposed on Jews by the 
Nazis was forbidding them to go to public parks. He stated: “We’re bringing 
that memory back into the public space. We felt it was important to present 
it as part of the park. This will be the first and only memorial site in Israel 
to mention the victims of the Nazis who were persecuted for anything other 
than being Jewish.” 


3-CANADA 

Sidney Crosby Against Anti-Gay Law 

ESPN reports that the NHL's top player didn't shy away Sunday when asked 
about Russia's anti-gay law being adopted for the Olympics in February. 
Crosby, who will play for Team Canada at the Sochi games, spoke at a news 
conference and said: “I think that everyone has an equal right to play and I 
think we've been supportive of that. With the Olympics and the controversy 
around that I think those decisions and those laws aren't necessarily some- 
thing that I agree with personally ... their laws and their views." 


4-GERMANY 

Germany To Offer Third Gender Option On Birth Certificates 

The Huffington Post reports that as of November, Germany will be the first 
country in Europe to offer a "third gender" distinction on its birth certifi- 
cates. The new law is designed to help children of indeterminate gender 
so that they will no longer have to be classified as “male” or “female” on 
their birth certificates. The parents can opt to leave the space blank, and the 
individual can choose the sex at a later date according to which gender they 
identify themselves as, or choose to select “neither”.

GLBT Community Mourns Seven-Decade Activist satia 


Appropriately enough, José Sarria began 
his seven decades of GLBT activism in the 
late 1940s as a drag performer at a famous 
San Francisco bar, the Black Cat, until it 
closed in 1964. And like the proverbial cat, 
he led nine lives over many years as a pio- 
neering community leader. 

Sarria died quietly of cancer on August 
19 at his home in Albuquerque, New Mexi- 
co. He was born on December 12 in either 
1922 or 1923 (sources vary), so was 89 or 90 
at the time of his death. 

What follows are some of Sarria's nine 
lives. In 1961, he became the first openly 
gay candidate for public office in the United 
States when he ran for the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, garnering an impres- 
sive 6,000 votes. He cofounded several gay- 
rights organizations in pre-Stonewall-1960s 
San Francisco, including the League for 
Civil Education, the Society for Individual 


Rights (SIR), and the Tavern Guild. 

In 1965, having proclaimed himself *Her 
Royal Majesty, Empress of San Francisco, 
José I, The Widow Norton," Sarria inau- 
gurated the Imperial Court System (ICS). 
It’s now a charitable fund-raising organiza- 
tion throughout the United States, Canada, 
and Mexico, of which the Imperial Court of 
Minnesota, established in 1992, is the local 
chapter. 

Among countless honors, Sarria was the 
1999 GLBT Pride/Twin Cities International 
Grand Marshal in 1999. He was also Grand 
Marshal of the 1989 San Francisco Freedom 
Day Parade. 

Sarria was legendary for his rapier wit, 
which reigns throughout The Empress Is 
a Man: Stories from the Life of José Sarria, 
by Michael R. Gorman, published by Har- 
rington Park Press in 1998. My favorite: SIR 
disbanded in 1980, but during a celebration

of the 20th anniversary of its founding, 
the organizers recognized others from SIR, 
but ignored Sarria, to which he retorted, “... 
their memories are as long as their peters.” 

Nicole Murray-Ramirez, AKA Nicole the 
Great, Sarria’s successor as head of ICS, put 
it best, noting that he was “the Rosa Parks of 
the gay-rights movement.”

Six Questions 

with Minneapolis 
Mayoral Candidate: 
BETSY HODGES 


This series of questions and answers with some of the Minneapolis 
mayoral candidates is to give the GLBT community a glimpse of five of 
the candidates this year. Lavender selected five diverse candidates from 
the field of almost three dozen to give readers a taste of their ideas and 
philosophies. Six questions have been formulated to give these candi- 
dates a place to express their leadership styles and approaches to gover- 
nance. These questions are on general topics because the GLBT com- 
munity is as interested in safe communities, accountable government, 
and budget priorities as the rest of the greater Minneapolis community. 
Since Minneapolis is the largest city in the state and its downtown has 
many amenities used by the rest of the state, this mayor’s race affects 
people living outside its borders. Hopefully, this series will interest and 
inform your choice for mayor and stimulate discussions. 


1. Mayor Rybak really pushed for making Minneapolis a more 
“livable” city advocating for more public art, mass transit and 
community programs. How would your approach as mayor differ 
and what would be the theme for your term? 

Iam proud to have partnered with Mayor Rybak to make Minneapo- 
lis a more livable city advocating for more public art, mass transit and 
community programs. We have the infrastructure and the economy to 
support one of the nation’s strongest bike cultures, and a whole econo- 
my surrounding food, bars, and beer. Minneapolis is now a cultural cen- 
ter not only because of its renowned institutions - the Guthrie Theater, 
the Walker Art Center, and dozens more - but because of the culture 
of art we have in our city, manifesting itself in murals, coffeeshop art, 
displays at light rail stops, events like the fringe festival, and hundreds 
more examples surrounding us every day. 


2. Safe neighborhoods are important to all citizens but the 
GLBT community is especially sensitive on this issue. How 
would you work with police, community groups, and the city 
council towards making the city safer? 

I have laid out my plan for police accountability, I am 100% dedicated 
to removing any bigotry or racism that exists among any public safety of- 
ficers, and I am determined to ensure that civilian review of police work 
is effective and comprehensive. I will continue to work on the budget 
process to ensure the police department has the resources they need to 
train and coach their officers and to keep every neighborhood in Minne- 
apolis secure and protected. Minneapolis will be truly great when every 
person in every neighborhood has a chance for success, and that starts 
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with equality: equality of rights, equality of opportunity, and equality of 
treatment under the law and by agents of government. 


3. Block E hasn't been a great success. What would you 
support doing with the site to make Hennepin Avenue a better 
venue? 

My first time in City Hall was to oppose the development of Block E. 
Clearly, that space needs dramatic renovation or simply to be torn down. 
I am open to a number of ideas for what to do with the space, but I am 
determined not to see it become another public subsidized bad bet. As 
Mayor, I will not use the taxpayers' money on these kinds of private sec- 
tor projects that don't pass the litmus test for public subsidies. 


4. Mayor Rybak was an advocate for public spending on 
the Vikings' stadium. If the Timberwolves, for example, began 
demanding a new arena, how would you deal with that situation? 

I would say, “no.” 


5. The GLBT community members are taxpayers and as such 
we care about accountability for the city's budget. How would 
you make sure we aren't wasting money on duplicate programs 
or unproductive initiatives? 

My career in public service has been devoted to making Minneapo- 
lis' budget reflect our values and give the taxpayer the greatest possible 
return on investment, and I am committed to holding all programs and 
initiatives to the highest standards of efficiency. I have worked with May- 
or Rybak for years, fighting for pension reform and balancing the bud- 
get to save the City millions of dollars, protect our important priorities, 
and lower taxes. Every policy I have unveiled - and every policy I will 
unveil as a candidate and as Mayor - includes an oversight component 
that will make sure there is no duplication of efforts. 


6. What direction do you think Minneapolis should take 
concerning energy use and affordability for residents and 
businesses? 

We should advocate fiercely to get the best deal for Minneapolis. As 
Mayor, I will fight for more affordable energy and energy that is made 
responsibly in a way that lowers our greenhouse gas emissions and cre- 
ates a cleaner, healthier environment for Minneapolis families. We must 
hold ourselves and our partners accountable to deliver better, 21st-cen- 
tury energy to Minneapolis residents. O

Mama - Through the Eyes of Todd P. 


I remember running across the street 
to my grandmother's house every week. I'd 
run there when she made bread or when 
my mom, Mama, would get into one of her 
fits. Mama called me a cock-sucking son of a 
bitch when I was younger. And my brothers 
did me no better-they told me they'd kill me 
if ever they found out I was gay. “Home” was 
the name they called it, but it was really only 
a house across from my grandmother's. 

I lived in Fredricksburg, Texas, then. I 
didn't particularly like Texas, nor do I much 
now, but it's all I've ever known, and so here 
I remain. I've been single every step of the 
way-47 years old and never much felt loved. 

I ought not to get too much ahead of 
myself-I don't want to give the impression 
that I’m depressed or that my life has been 
one gigantic tragedy. I want you to know 
that I am happy-I’m just missing a couple of 
pieces. 

And I’m not like those people you hear 
about on T:V.-I’m not a head-case who uses 
his childhood to warrant his own abusive be- 
havior. No. I want the best for everybody. I 
don’t want people to suffer. I don’t wish upon 
anyone what it was like for me. I’m a hugger, 
and a dang good hugger at that. 

I guess Mama helped make me this way. 
She showed me how not to be. But I loved 
her then. I love her now. And I know she 
loved me, too. 

She worked nights as a waitress. Some- 
times she’d come home at midnight and 
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honk the horn from the driveway to lure me 
to her car. These nights were my favorite- 
-she’d take me to the convenience store to 
buy Opitz sausages with mustard, and we’d 
sit and eat in her car. These nights I trea- 
sure, however rare they were, because this 
was how I imagined “normal” felt. 

Her perfume was unforgettable. Ava, I 
think it’s called. To me, despite her abuse, 
she was my Ava lady-a glamor queen with 
fantastic clothes and beautiful wigs. Tempt- 
ing, those wigs-I used to play dress up in 
them when she was away (and she was none 
too pleased when she found me out). 

So darling in one moment and so vicious 
the next, I wonder now if there wasn’t some- 
thing more to it-that she had something 
wrong with her. There must’ve been some- 
thing there. 

And The Call. I was 19 when I got The 
Call. 

It’s January 7, 1986. 

“Hello, is this Todd?" asks a lady calling 
from the hospital. Mama’s been in the hos- 
pital for a while, recovering from a stroke. 
She had called me earlier that night, around 
10:00, worried about the physical therapy 
she’d undergo once she was released. She 
was afraid the physical therapists wouldn’t 
know where she lived. I talked her down, of 
course. 

“We need you to get to the hospital. Your 
mother has taken a turn for the worse,” says 
the lady from the hospital. My face heats up. 


My heart beats faster. Not another stroke. 
Please, Lord, not another stroke. 

My sister and I make our way to Aunt 
Rosie’s house to grab her car-it’s an old- 
timey thing with 4 doors. Dark brown. Light 
top. My aunt wishes us well, sends her 
prayers, and my sister and I make our way 
to San Antonio. 

“I don't know what I'm going to do if she 
dies," I tell my sister. 

My sister consoles me. *Let's just wait till 
we get there, Todd," she says. 

By the time my sister and I arrive, we're 
told Mama's on life support. She's dead by 
1:00. 

Her casket was open for her wake, and 
under a veil as sheer as an angel's wings, she 
lay. As I made my last visit with her, looking 
upon that storied face, she looked as if she 
were breathing, ever so softly. She looked 
herself quite like an angel, gently drifting 
away from the world, away from her tor- 
ment. She'd found peace. I know it. 

I don't want a funeral when I die. I want 
a party. I want everyone I love to talk about 
our silly inside jokes and sweet, sweet mem- 
ories. I want them to talk about what a hug- 
ger I was, and how happy I made everyone 
feel. 

When I die, I want to leave the world hap- 
pier than I found it. L1
